Project Underway 


Walt Disney once said: "I think 
what I want Disneyland to be most 
of all is a happy place — a place 
where adults and children can 
experience together some of the 
wonders of life, adventure, and feel 


better because of it." So, too, will 
Tokyo Disneyland combine all the 
elements of showmanship, 
masterplanning, and quality which 
have made people everywhere "look 
to the name Walt Disney for the 


finest in family entertainment." 

Tokyo Disneyland, a joint 
theme park project between Walt 
Disney Productions and Oriental 
Land Company, will open in 1983. It 
is Disney's first involvement in an 
overseas theme park. 

Many of the most popular 
shows and attractions from the 
Disneyland and Walt Disney World 
Magic Kingdom's, along with three, 
new, specially-designed attractions, 
will be featured in the five themed 
lands encircling Tokyo Disneyland's 
Cinderella Castle. With the design 
process virtually complete, many of 



the shows are currently being 
fabricated at Disney's WED Enter- 
prises facilities, the company's 
design and engineering arm. 

"Pinocchio's Daring Journey" 
will be a new attraction unique to 
Tokyo Disneyland's Fantasyland. The 
magic of Pinocchio's world as he is 
transformed from a wooden puppet 
into a real boy will be recreated in 
this charming show. Guests will 
meet many of Pinocchio's friends 
along the journey, Jiminy Cricket 
being among the favorite featured. 

"Meet the World" and "Japan 
200°," two shows currently under 


design for Tokyo Disneyland, will be 
located in Tomorrowland. "Japan 
200°" theater, utilizing five projec- 
tors, will partially surround viewers 
with spectacular scenes filmed in 
various locales in Japan. The 
spacious theater will provide a 
close-up, wide-screen view of the 
colorful show. 

"Meet the World" is planned as 
a multi-media experience focusing 
on the resourceful and adventurous 
ways in which Japan has grown and 
developed in the world community. 
The "Meet the World" show can 
best be described as a sort of

A major conceptual expansion 
over its United States predecessors 
will be the totally "climatized" 

World Bazaar. Comparable to the 
Disneyland and Walt Disney World 
"Main Streets," the World Bazaar 
will be completely protected by a 
roof to permit operation in all 
weather conditions. 

In addition to World Bazaar, 
where shops, restaurants and 
picturesque courtyards will be 
themed to turn-of-the-century 
America, Tokyo Disneyland will 
include Adventureland, Western- 
land, Fantasyland and Tomorrowland. 

Visitors to Adventureland will 
leave civilization behind as they ex- 
perience the mystery and romance 
of exotic tropical regions of the 
world in attractions like "Pirates of 
the Caribbean" and the "Jungle 
Cruise." Westernland will afford 
Japanese citizens the opportunity to 
get a taste of the American frontier 
recreated in the "Diamond 
Horseshoe Revue," "Country Bear 
Jamboree" and the "Rivers of 
America." Disney favorites such as 
the "Mickey Mouse Revue," "Snow 
White's Adventures," "Peter Pan's 
Flight" and "It's a Small World" will 
be among featured shows in Fantasy- 
land. And Tomorrowland, like its 
United States counterparts, will of- 
fer guests futuristic thrills in attrac- 
tions such as "Space Mountain," 
"Starjets" and "CircleVision 360°." 

Just as Walt Disney World was 
not an exact duplicate of Disney- 
land, Tokyo Disneyland will not be a 
carbon copy of either park, yet its 
philosophy remains the same: Tokyo 
Disneyland will be dedicated to 
family entertainment., a place as old 
as yesterday and as modern as 
tomorrow. ..a place for children to 
enjoy the adventures of adulthood 
and where grown-ups can once again 
enjoy the pleasure of being a child. V 





J CYPRESS CARDENS DAY 


A day at Florida's Cypress 
Cardens awakes under crisp azure 
skies and blossoms beneath a warm 
yellow sun. With a pleasant 
anticipation of what lies ahead, 
visitors ramble across welcome-mats 
of dewy green lawns, mentally 
charting the day's course along the 
many paths, each leading to a 
treasure-trove of delights. 

Waterways and foot-paths 
weave through more than 200 acres 
of botanical splendor crowned by 
swaying palm trees and mirrored in 
glass smooth lagoons. Living bou- 
quets of color — saffron and laven- 


dor, primrose and scarlet — fringe 
shaded meadows and the banks of a 
sun-speckled lake; blends of sweet 
fragrances catch a ride on a morning 
breeze as it gently tosses ribbons of 
Spanish moss dangling from stately 
stands of Cypress.

In a newly expanded area, 14 
acres to the south of the original 
park, 30 new attractions are located 


in two themed areas: Southern 
Crossroads and The Living Forest. A 
short walk across the rushing water 
of Cypress Creek, an authentic 
Florida wildlife area awaits guests in 
the Living Forest. Lush tropical 
foliage provides a natural backdrop 
for the Exotic Bird Revue starring 
scooter-pedaling and roller-skating 
cockatoos and the world's first 
water skiing macaw. 

Nearby is the Everglades Arena 
featuring a famous, if not infamous, 
Florida Native — the American 
alligator. A skilled reptile trainer 
narrates the performance 
highlighted by his hypnotizing the 
alligator and safely awakening him, 
cautiously avoiding his crushing 
steel-trap jaws. 

• Visitors to Southern Crossroads 
meander the cobblestone streets of 
an antebellum town nestled amidst 
a colorful, floral setting. Housed in 
a colonial-style theater in the heart 
of Southern Crossroads is "Legends 
of the South," a multi-media 
historical presentation hosted by 
characters from some of the South's 
best-known legends. Southern belles. 
Confederate soldiers and bawdy 
pirates who sailed the Florida Keys, 
appear and disappear. Tales of 
bayou trappers and Cajun voodoo 
queens hold the watching audience 
spellbound. 

In the Garden Cinema, guests 
become a part of such thrilling 
adventures as racing an airboat 
through the Florida Everglades and 
riding a speedboat through snaking 
Cypress Gardens canalways, only to 
end up flying over a ski jump ramp. 

No visit to Cypress Gardens 
would be complete without seeing 
one of the four daily water ski 
revues. With more than 50,000 
shows to its credit, Cypress Gardens 
has earned the title of the water ski 
capital of the world. Its skiers have 
pioneered such feats as barefoot 
skiing, the four-tier pyramid, kite 
flying and 360-degree swivel ballet.

"This 
will not be a sequel or continuation 
of MGM's 1939 film, but will draw 
on characters and situation from 
other books in the series for a
